of  the  Health  Committee. 

Madam/  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  1957. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  at  28  per  1,000  live  births  showed  an 
increase  on  the  figure  of  19  for  1956,  also  an  increase  compared  with 
the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  23.0. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year,  and 
no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough.  The 
number  of  new  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  34,  and 
similar  to  the  previous  year.  There  is  thus  no  room  for  complacency 
and  determined  efforts  must  still  be  made  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
this  disease.  Improved  housing  and  relief  of  overcrowding  will  certainly 
help. 

The  Health  Department  was  without  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  the  whole  of  the  year  1957,  but  an  appointment  was  made  at 
the  end  of  the  year  and  the  new  Inspector  commenced  duties  on  the 
6th  January,  1958. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  help  and 
the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest 
in  the  health  of  the  district.

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  children  born  in  the  district  during  1957  was 
431;  233  males  and  198  females.  This  gives  a  crude  Birth  Rate  of 
17.6,  adjusted  16.5  per  1,000  of  estimated  population. 


DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  1957  was  248;  130 
males  and  1 18  females.  This  gives  a  crude  Death  Rate  of  10.1  adjusted 
14.5.  248  deaths  of  Litherland  residents  occurred  outside  the  district. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

During  the  year  12  children  died  who,  at  the  time  of  their  death 
had  not  reached  the  age  of  one  year,  9  of  these  died  in  the  first  4 
weeks  of  life. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

During  the  year,  there  were  no  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough, 
Diphtheria,  Measles,  and  one  from  Meningococcal  infection.

Hospitals. 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  Infectious  diseases  are 
admitted  to  Hospitals  in  Liverpool.  General  Medical  and  General 
Surgical  cases  are  removed  to  the  General  Hospitals  of  Liverpool, 
Bootle,  Waterloo  and  Alder  Hey.  Children  are  admitted  to  the  Liver¬ 
pool  Childrens  Hospital  also  to  Alder  Hey  Hospital. 


Tuberculosis. 

This  work  is  administered  by  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  being  situated  at  “  Ellesmere/’ 
Crosby  Road  North,  Waterloo.  Home  visiting  of  patients  is  carried 
out  by  nurses  under  the  supervision  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 
working  from  the  above  Dispensary. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

Patients  make  their  own  arrangements  with  the  Liverpool 
Hospitals. 


Maternity. 

There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  district,  but  the  Liverpool 
and  Ormskirk  Hospitals  are  available. 


Mid  wives. 

There  are  two  Midwives  on  the  County  Council  Register  and 
practising  in  the  district. 


Maternal  Mortality. 

No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  investigation  of 
maternal  deaths,  and  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  or  Puerperal  Pyrexia; 
this  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

There  were  no  applications  for  assistance  during  the  year. 
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Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

This  work  is  administered  by  the  Lancashire1  County  Council. 
The  Clinics  are  situated  at  Sefton  Road  and  Sefton  Avenue,  Litherland, 
and  provide  for: — 

Health  Visitors,  School  Nurses. 

There  are  four  nurses  employed  in  these  duties,  visiting  homes  and 
schools,  as  well  as  attending  the  welfare  clinics.

A  Day  Nursery  was  opened  on  April  10th,  1943,  to  accommodate 
50  children.  It  has  proved  a  success  and  met  a  wartime  need  of  some 
urgency.  Consequently,  an  extension  was  opened  on  the  21st  June, 
1944,  for  40  children.  The  Nursery  is  open  from  Monday  to  Friday 
7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  and  on  Saturday  from  7  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  Children  of 
the  age  of  12  months  to  5  years  are  accepted.  This  nursery  is  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  County  Council. 


Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Two  District  Nurses  visit  on  request  of  the  Medical  Practitioners 
by  arrangement.  This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council. 


Domestic  Help  Service. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council,  and  Home 
Helps  can  be  obtained  in  cases  of  illness  on  application  to  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  or  through  the  Litherland  Health  Department. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Coun¬ 
cil  from  Depots  in  Crosby  and  Ormskirk. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Sputum. — These  specimens  are  sent  direct  to  Lancashire  County 
Council  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  by  Medical  Practitioners. 

Blood,  Throat  Swabs,  etc — Sent  direct  by  Medical  Practitioners 
to  Liverpool  University,  Bacteriological  Department. 

Milk — Ten  samples  were  submitted  to  Liverpool  University, 
and  ten  samples  of  Ice  Cream. 
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3. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water  Supply, 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  City  of  Liverpool;  the 
chief  source  is  Lake  Vyrnwy  in  Wales.  The  water  is  excellent  in 
quality,  and  there  is  a  constant  supply  for  all  purposes.  The  number 
of  houses  supplied  direct  from  the  public  mains  is  approximately 
7,065.  There  has  been  no  analysis  during  the  year;  this  work  is  carried 
out  by  Liverpool  Corporation.  Complaints  of  discolouration  and 
sediment  also  fresh  water  shrimps  were  reported  to  Liverpool  Corpor¬ 
ation  and  received  prompt  attention.  The  whole  of  the  dwelling-houses 
are  supplied  from  the  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses. 


Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  sewage  (which  is  dealt  with  on  the  combined  system)  is 
discharged  without  treatment  into  the  Rimrose  Brook  sewer  and 
finally  into  the  River  Mersey. 


Rivers  and  Streams, 

No  action  has  been  necessary  to  check  pollution  of  rivers  and 
streams  and  no  new  works  have  been  established  to  cause  pollution.

There  were  76  houses  and  4  flats  built  during  the  year  by  the 
Council,  also  two  houses  and  three  flats  by  other  persons.

Twenty  four  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  fifty 
one  persons  were  rehoused. 

General  Observations  on  Overcrowding. 

There  is  still  a  serious  shortage  of  houses  for  all  classes  of  people 
in  the  district.  There  is  no  information  available  from  the  Housing 
Department,  as  to  the  number  of  families  living  in  overcrowded 
conditions,  or  the  number  of  cases  relieved  of  overcrowding  during 
the  year. 


5. — Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Dairies  and  Milk  Shops  within  the  district  are  periodically 
inspected. 

Ten  samples  were  obtained  from  persons  selling  milk  within  the 
district,  and  sent  for  Bacteriological  examination. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  (Samples  obtained  by  the  County 
Sampling  Officer). 

A  total  of  139  samples  was  obtained,  consisting  of  118  samples  o 
milk  and  21  samples  other  than  milk,  comprising:  1  Bread;  4  Cheese; 
1  Crab — potted;  1  Fish  paste;  1  Salmon — potted;  3  Butter;  1  Beef 
sausages;  2  Flour;  1  Fruit  Salad;  1  Golden  raising  powder ;  1  Lard; 
1  Pork  Sausages;  3  Tea. 


All  the  samples  v/ere  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  County  Analyst 
who  reported  that  they  were  genuine  with  the  exception  of  the  two 
samples  of  milk  detailed  below :

193  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year  (see 
Tables  of  Notifiable  Diseases)  on  pages  18/20. 

Diphtheria  Immunization. 

Immunization  against  Diphtheria  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council  at  each  session  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  Sefton  Avenue, 
and  Sefton  Road,  Mondays  and  Wednesday.  206  cases  were  completed 
during  the  year,  also  68  Booster  Doses.  Immunization  is  also  carried 
out  in  the  schools  in  the  district  regularly. 

Immunization  against  Diphtheria  commenced  on  17th  May, 
1935;  during  this  period  8,066  cases  have  been  immunized  in  the 
district. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  year. 
Vaccination. 

Vaccination  is  available  at  every  session  of  the  child  welfare  clinic 
at  Sefton  Avenue ;  this  work  is  also  carried  out  by  the  General  Practit¬ 
ioners  under  the  National  Health  Service.  There  were  301  Primary 
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Vaccinations  performed,  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  sixteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year,  a 
decrease  of  sixteen  on  last  year;  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease, 
which  continues  to  be  a  mild  disease. 

Malaria. 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  year. 

Typhoid  Fever  (Including  Para-Typhoid). 

There  were  no  cases  of  Para-Typhoid  fever  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis. 

Total  number  of  cases  added  to  the  local  Register  during  1957 
was  34,  33  Respiratory  and  1  non  Respiratory. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  Tuberculosis  employees 
in  the  Milk  Trade  or  to  Section  172  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for 
removal  to  Hospital  of  infectious  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 

Measles. 

Measles  show  a  decrease  during  the  year  77  cases  being  notified 
as  against  757  in  1956;  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Measles,  but  it 
still  continues  to  be  one  of  the  serious  infectious  diseases  of  childhood. 

Whooping  Cough. 

58  Cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  against  146  in  1956. 
There  were  no  deaths  due  to  tills  disease,  but  it  continues  to  be  one  of 
the  serious  infectious  diseases  of  childhood. 

Scabies. 

There  were  no  cases  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

General. 

There  have  been  no  reports  made  under  Article  17(7)  Sanitary 
Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  which  refers  to  Plague, 
Cholera,  Smallpox  or  any  serious  outbreak  of  disease  in  the  district. 
It  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  the  schools  during  the  year 
because  of  infectious  disease. 

Disinfection. 

There  were  17  houses  disinfected  during  the  year  after  Infectious 
Disease,  and  sickness  including  Tuberculosis.  Several  articles  were 

disinfected  at  the  CounciPs  Disinfector  (a  Washington  Lyons  Type) 
situated  in  the  CounciPs  yard.  Field  Lane. 

There  is  no  arrangement  for  bathing  verminous  persons,  etc. 

Disinfestation  has  been  carried  out  at  119  houses.

Health  Report 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1957,  together  with  the  particulars  of  the  work 
done  and  the  improvements  effected  thereby. 

During  the  year  a  large  dairy  has  been  re-sited  and  modernized,  a 
new  building  has  been  erected,  with  new  boilers,  new  milk  storage 
tanks,  new  churn  washer,  also  an  automatic  oil  firing  furnace.  A 
shop  has  been  provided  in  the  building  also  office  accommodation, 
with  extra  toilets  for  the  staff,  the  cost  is  approximately  £9,000.  A 
Laboratory  is  contemplated  next  year. 

During  the  year  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  came  into  operation, 
also  the  Rent  Act,  1957, 

Housing.  There  were  seventy-eight  new  houses  and  seven  new  flats 
built  during  the  year. 

Slum  Clearance.  Twenty  four  houses  were  demolished  during  the 
year,  this  meant  the  displacement  of  eighteen  families  and  fifty  one 
persons.  Two  houses  (border  line  cases)  which  would  have  been 
considered  for  slum  clearance  later,  were  repaired  at  cost  of  over  £600 
and  are  now  in  good  condition;  two  other  smaller  type  houses  the 
roofs  of  which  had  been  continually  in  a  state  of  disrepair,  have  been 
stripped  and  reslated. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  Complaints  are  still  being  received  from 
one  Factory  regarding  smoke  fumes  and  vibration  from  a  rotary 
furnace,  during  the  process  involving  the  poling  of  molten  copper. 
Alterations  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  approxi¬ 
mately  £10,000,  this  has  been  a  great  improvement,  yet  not  satisfactory 
and  experiments  are  still  being  carried  out  to  try  and  eliminate  the 
nuisance.  Consultations  and  inspections  have  taken  place  with  the 
Manager  and  his  Deputy,  also  with  the  District  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  under  the  Alkali  etc.. 
Works  Regulation  Act.  One  factory  has  replaced  a  boiler  with  a  new 
Bennis  chain  grate  stoker  at  a  cost  of  approximately  £2,000. 

Staff.  Mr.  T.  Sutton,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  resigned 
his  appointment  in  December,  1956,  and  despite  several  advertisements, 
the  vacancy  was  not  filled  until  January,  1958;  there  have  been  five 
inspectors  in  eleven  years,  the  above  appointment  terminated  within 
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twelve  months,  this  lack  of  continuity  takes  up  a  lot  of  time;  when  a 
new  appointment  is  made  the  inspector  has  to  become  familiar  with 
the  new  district,  also  the  duties  which  vary  with  different  authorities. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT, 

NOTICES  SERVED,  Etc. 

During  the  year  3,591  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  made 
in  reference  to  complaints  and  housing. 

It  was  necessary  in  numerous  instances,  however,  to  interview  and 
write  to  the  persons  concerned,  drawing  their  attention  to  notices  which 
had  not  received  prompt  attention. 

There  were  534  Informal  Notices  and  letters,  etc.,  referring  to 
nuisances  and  general  dilapidations  served,  and  in  due  course  complied 
with. 

Authority  was  granted  to  serve  two  Abatement  Notices,  which 
were  complied  with. 

Housing  Inspections. 

At  the  request  of  the  Housing  Department  a  total  of  201  houses 
were  inspected  during  the  year,  143  Council  houses  and  58  privately 
owned  houses,  to  ascertain  if  they  were  clean  and  free  from  vermin 
before  removal  of  the  occupants  to  Council  houses,  or  exchanges  in 
Council  houses  or  to  privately  owned  houses. 

CLEARANCE  AREAS  (HOUSING  ACT,  1936,  AND  HOUS¬ 
ING  REPAIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT,  1954).  Sixteen  unfit  dwelling 
houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  the  number  of  persons  dis¬ 
placed  was  thirty-nine. 

HOUSES  NOT  IN  CLEARANCE  AREAS.  Twenty-six  unfit 
dwelling  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  the  number  of 
persons  displaced  was  seventy  nine. 

SCHOOLS. — W.C.  accommodation  and  water  supply  at  the 
schools  is  satisfactory. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  FOOD  SUPPLY.— The  food  exposed 
for  sale  in  the  district  has  been  inspected  from  time  to  time.  Meat  shops 
and  food  preparing  places  are  inspected  periodically. 

Handling  of  unwrapped  food  is  still  prevalent  despite  advice  and 
propaganda. 

A  total  of  6  cwt.  2  qrs.  1  lb.  of  food  was  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  during  the  year. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES.  There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  the 
district. 

CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGNS.  Talks  on  Food  Hygiene  had 
been  given  to  Canteen  personnel.  Posters  received  from  the  Ministry 
have  been  exhibited  in  Canteen  and  Food  Premises. 

MILK.  SUPPLIES 

There  are  eight  retail  distributors  of  milk  in  the  district  four 
with  premises  outside  the  district. 
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There  is  one  dairy  which  has  a  pasteurization  plant  and  extensions 
are  in  progress.  An  automatic  conveyor  was  fixed  from  the  washing 
machine  to  the  bottling  machine,  also  a  bottle  washing  machine  was  also 
fixed  during  the  year.  There  are  no  cows  kept  in  the  district,  and  there 
are  37  shops  in  the  district  selling  bottled  milk  and  on  the  whole  a  fairly 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  obtained,  56  visits  were  made  during 


the  year.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  SAMPLES. 


MILK  SAMPLES — Ten  samples  were  submitted  for  examin¬ 
ation.  The  Bacteriologist  report  shows  that  all  samples  were  satisfactory 
to  the  “Methylene  Blue  Test”  the  “Phosphatase  Test”  and  to  the 
Turbidity  test. 

ICE  CREAM  SAMPLES — Ten  samples  of  ice  cream  were 
sent  for  “Bacteriological  Examination”.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  SAMPLES — Twelve  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938-1950;  all  samples  were 
reported  “Genuine.” 

FISH  FRYING  SHOPS  and  WET  FISPI  SHOPS.— Fifty 
seven  visits  w7ere  paid  to  fish  frying  shops  and  wet  fish  shops,  which 
were  maintained  in  a  generally  satisfactory  condition. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. — Visits  to  factories  have  been  made 
where  black  smoke  and  grit  have  been  excessive;  interviews  between 
managers,  engineers,  and  stokers  have  taken  place  and  advice  given. 
Complaints  of  obnoxious  fumes  from  a  factory  received  attention. 
One  factory  has  improved  the  fume  trunks  and  also  reduced  the 
vibration  from  a  Rotary  Furnace  and  one  factory  has  fixed  a  new  Bennis 
Chain  Grate  Stoker,  costing  £2,000.  The  larger  industries  find  em¬ 
ployment  for  approximately  3,365  persons. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE — The  Sewerage  (which  is  on  the 
combined  system)  is  discharged  without  treatment  into  the  Rimrose 
Brook  Drainage  system  and  finally  discharged  into  the  River  Mersey. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. — This  work  is  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Department;  three  gangs,  with  three 
vehicles  are  used,  a  much  improved  service  has  been  given  to  the  new 
extended  area. 

The  fleet  comprises  two  Paxits  and  one  Low  Loader.  Gullies  are 
emptied  by  hand. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  new  refuse  bins  were  provided  during 
the  year,  exclusive  of  Council  property. 

DISINFESTATION— One  hundred  and  nineteen  houses  were 
disinfested  during  the  year  by  means  of  spraying  D.D.T.  in  Zaldecide 
and  sulphur  candles,  with  success.  The  disinfestations  included  bugs, 
(eight  from  Council  houses  and  nine  from  other  houses)  cockroaches, 
and,  earwigs,  fleas,  wood  lice,  wasps  and  bees. 

One  of  the  tanneries  was  infested  with  small  flies  which  gained 
access  to  houses  and  shops  in  the  area,  treatment  with  Izal  sprayed 
was  satisfactory. 

Clothing  and  bedding  were  taken  to  the  Council’s  Steam 
Disinfector. 

Three  dead  dogs  and  seven  dead  cats  were  removed  during  the  year.

SEWERS  -  Two  sewer  treatments,  including  test-baiting  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  (i.e.)  March  and  September,  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministrys  instructions.  An  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
visited  the  district  whilst  treatment  was  in  progress  and  satisfied 
himself  that  the  work  was  carried  out  as  directed  by  the  Ministry, 
thus  enabling  the  Local  Authority  to  receive  assistance. 

A  further  reduction  in  infested  systems  was  received.  Only 
two  sections  had  to  be  treated,  and  in  both  cases  satisfactory  results 
were  obtained.  The  Warfarin  treatment  was  used  for  the  first  time 
in  the  sewers,  and  was  found  to  be  very  satisfactory,

CARAVANS. — attached  to  Fair  Grounds  were  supervised 
during  their  stay  in  the  district;  pail  closets  and  refuse  collection  were 
satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  the  Local  Authority. 

SUPERVISION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES— Nine  visits 
were  paid  to  houses  where  Infectious  Diseases  had  occurred  and 
the  necessary  enquiries  made  into  each  case,  also  a  sanitary  survey 
was  made  of  the  premises,  notices  served  where  necessary  for  various 
defects,  and  work  was  carried  out,  and  six  re-visits  were  paid  to 
ensure  that  the  work  was  carried  out.  The  schools  have  been  thoroughly 
disinfected  during  the  year.  The  head  teachers  have  been  notified 
regarding  children  attending  the  schools  where  infectious  disease  had 
occurred,  also  after  disinfection.
